The easiest way to improve a lawn

Having fed your lawn Its first 
meal and sown feed with a minimum 
of labor, your next facing come' 
from not rolling your lawn Research 
lias established that gra.v> does not 
thrive in compact soil; it needs a 
loose, 
porous condition, which a 
heavy roller harms If you try to 
level off the lawn surface with a 
roller, harm may re-sult. Tile only 
reason for rolling the lawn is to 
press down the sod against the sub­ 
soil. from which it may have been 
separated by frost heaving. There 
has been plenty of SU cli heaving this 
year, but use a light roller, ami wait 
until the soil begins to drv, so that 
it is moist, not wet. 
Don! Dig Weeds 
Ne\\ don’t dig weeds Tile weeds 
of spring are easily destroyed by 
spraying Die hum with 2.4D a soon 
as the grass begins to grow* vigor­ 
ously. Spray before Die dandelions 
flower, if you still have dandelions 
And do not mow your grass, unless 
it is creeping bent, closer than one 
and a half inches This avoids injur­ 
ing the crown of the grass plant, 
and permits a rich green color to be 
maintained, with vigorous growth 
Do not remove the clippings on a 
lawn, excep in hot weather, when 
they are very heavy, and if left to 
dry might smother or overheat the 
grass beneath.
